■ Built by Robert Wilson, son of the first member of 

the family, John Wilson, who settled here during the 

Revolutionary period. 

The residence and numerous outbuildings were in 

course of construction for a period of about eight 

years, and were completed In 1333* 

The estate, situated about five miles from Danville 

on the Ban River, comprises an area of approximately 

sixteen hundred acres. 

Until recently the estate was ornied by Robert 

Wilson James, being of the fifth generation In direct 

descent to have lived here. 

Within the last few years this property came 

into the possession of Mr. John Boatv/right.
